DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tlie fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
10/08/09 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1, 9, 11 and 14 have been amended. 

3. Claims 1-4, 6-7, 9-11, 13-14 and 16-20 are pending. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-4, 6-7, 9-11, 13-14 and 16-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
on record: 

Tomkow (WO 01/10090) teaches a server receiving an electronic message from 
a sender, querying the destination server to determine whether the destination server 
supports Deliver Status Notification (DSN) functionality, transmitting the electronic 
message to the destination address; receiving DSN information from the destination 
server with respect to delivery of the electronic message; and providing to the sender at 
least a portion of the DSN information. Tomkow further teaches generating a reading 
receipt from the recipient and providing the reading receipt to the sender. Jevans (WO 
00/25245) teaches a customer (i.e. recipient) generates an electronic transaction

document that responds to the received electronic transaction document (i.e. SMIME 
email) received from a merchant (i.e. sender). The response electronic transaction 
document is transmitted to the merchant. 

However, none of the prior art on record teach "adding a "mailto" link to the 
message and also adding an invitation to click on the link if the recipient wishes 
to receive proof of transmission or delivery of the reply; generating a manually 
initiated reply to the message at the recipient, the manually initiated reply 
including a request from the recipient to receive proof of transmission or delivery 
of the manually initiated reply to the sender by clicking to the "mailto" link 
included in the message; transmitting the manually initiated reply to the sender 
through the server and processing the request by the recipient to receive proof of 
transmission or delivery of the manually initiated reply to the sender" including all 
the other limitations recited in claim 1 . 

5. Independent claims 9, 1 1 and 14 has similar limitations as claim 1 , therefore, are 
also allowed for the same reason set forth above. 

6. Dependent claims 2-4, 6-7, 1 0, 1 3 and 1 6-20 are also allowed.
